ENTLEMEN, The fame of your | 


ftanding with greater Evidence, unlefs it be the 
Exiftence of onefelf. Let him therefore impute 
the firft Caufe of his Unfuccefsfulnefs to his rafh and 
Blafphemous Prefumprion. At the fame Time he 
ought to underftand, that this Sentence of our Sa- 
viour, every one that asketh receiveth, 1s of the Na- 
ture of otter Moral Maxims, which tho’ propofed 
in general Terms, yet for the moft Part cannot be 
underitood in an abfolure Senfe, burt uf admit of 
fome Reftrictions and Exceptions. By fingling out | 
this Text alone one might indeed be juftly led into 
falfe Conclufions, bur by comparing it regularly 
with other Texts of Scripture, it is evident there 
are feveral Qualifications required in him thar 
Prayeth without which he cannor reafonably hope 
for Acceptance or Succefs with God. And thefe 
are Piety and Purity of Mind, Charity and For- 
giving of Injuries, a ftedfaft Faith in the Promifes 
of God,.and an Hone(t Intention, as aiming chiefly 
in his Petitions ar che Glory of God and his ovn or 
Neighbour’s Salvation. Befides in him thar Pray- 
eth there is required, Humiliry and Modefty, Ar- 
dency and Affection, Affiduity and Conftancy, a 
Defect in any of which may render his Pravers 
Sinful and Fruitlefs. Bur tho’ there be no Defe& 
either in the Perfon Praying, or in the Matrer ard 
Manner of his Petitions, yer there may be other 
Reafons why God delays Anfwering his Requefts, 
one of which may be to rry his Faith and Patience, 
For there is no doubt burt Fob and other Holy Men 
in Affiictions, Prayd for the Kemoval or Mitigari- 
on of them, yet Ged was plealed ro Exercife their 
Patience that their Reward might be the greater — 
thereafter. Bur yet for our Encouragement the 
Scripture likewife abounds with Inftances of Faith- 
ful Men, who by Prayer obtained rhe moft difficult 
Thing. For Prayer is indeed the Key of Heaven 
and the Ladder by which we Afcend thither.
